COMMERCIALIZING INJURIES 
A story, so cruel and sickening- in its 


details as to challenge credulity, is be- 
ing developed before the Illinois State 
Medical Board in-a proceeding against 
a physician" for extortion and malprac- 
tice. 


Claims made in this and other cases, 


dovetailed together, show a practice in 
some cities of physicians _ paying po- 
licemen a fee for bringing them acci- 
dent cases, or delivering the cases at 
certain - hospitals under their owner- 
ship or control. Few see anything par- 
ticularly sinister about that practice.

It is then found that the lawyer 


makes a contract -with the patient to 
turn over to him a percentage of the 
amount recovered, often fifty per cent 
and in some cases running to 75 per 
cent The supposition, from the de- 
velopments, is that- the fee is split 
between the doctor and the lavvyer. 


Already the plqt'is thick enough but 


now it is about to take on a diabolical 
turn. 


Charges .are made, particularly in 


those- cases where it is conceded a 
.right of recovery exists and that some- 
one responsible must pay the damage, 
that the physician in order to increase 
that damage pursues a course of treat- 
ment either in further mutilation of the 
patient such as permitting gangrene to 
develop in limbs, necessitating their 
amputation; or so acts as to-aggravate 
the injury causing a long period of in- 
tense suffering and sometimes, through 
inability to gauge the patient's resis- 
tance power accurately, resulting in 
death.

A reader who puts a question 


which I think many others would 
like to ask, only they hate to em- 
barrass me so'much, wants to know 
about people exposing themselves to 
a cool breeze, say from an eleetnc 
fan, 
when they are overheated and 


perspiring from hard work or play 
or exercise. 
This reader doesn't 


believe that is harmless but would 
like to be convinced. 


I have never believed it is harm- 


less. 
AH I contend is that no one 


suffers any illness from such ex- 
posure. I know very well that too 
sudden cooling off after warming 
up that way is likely to bring s. lot 
o? soreness and lameness in ths mus- 
cles involved.. That is a mechanical 
effect. It is unpleasant and for a 
•while it may partly disable the vic- 
tim, but it never makes ""n HI. The 
working of muscle involves the burn- 
ing of fuel, blood sugar^ glycogen 
or animal starcn, as it is called. 
The combustion of this produces 
an acid akin to lactic acid. Lactic 
acid is the-acid which is produced 
in souring ?nfPv by the fermentation 
of the milk sugar (lactose) by the 
lactic bacillus which is naturally 
present in milk in large numbers. 


When the work of exertion is vio- 


lent of course there is an increased 
oxidation of blood sugar and an in- 
creased production of the acid ash. 
The circulation increases in volume 
and rate at the same time, but soon- 
er or later, according- to the individ- 
ual's physical condition, the pro- 
duction of acid material gets too far 
ahead of the capacity of the circu- 
lation and then the acid waste mat- 
ter begins to accumulate in and 
about the overused muscles. That 
has something—we don't know just 
how much—to do with physical fa- 
tigue. Anyway, the worker or play- 
er begins to tire and takes a. rest. 
That gives the circulation a chance 
to catch up. If the individual is in 
good physical training, he will not 
suffer any great soreness or fatigue
